point, calculated to benefit all concerned and prove a real solution of the 
troubles. For that reason the minister is using his influence to have this gov- 
ernment take the initiative in ocenin£ peace negotiations, thus to set an 
example which all the other powers will follow.

Bht oaat anchor off Cape C«xi and dis- 
patched the crew In the accustomed 
manner tn amall dories for fishing pur- 
posea. 


Oa MonS»y th«s« dories were between 


a mile and a half mod three miles off the 
achooner, when a sudden darkneag and 
thick fog put them completely out of 
lifht of the main vessel and of land aa 
well. 
Ahout 11 o'clock yesterday forenoon 


the Mag.gle Sullivan was sighted by a 
ilmitarly rig«r«d vessel, the Lizzie Griffin, 
off Chatham, in a helpless condition, only 
five men being aboard, and these entire- 
ly powerless, so far as manning the ves- 
etl wa» concerned. Every possible aid 
was offered th« distressed fishing schoon- 
tr and flve men w«r« put aboard to bring 
b.«r safely to port.

There are some very Interesting factg 


connected with the anthracite coal re- 
gion of Pennsylvania, where the great 
strike ordered by the United Mine 
Worker*' Union of America recently 
commenced, concerning which only a 
few Interested have ever given a 
thought. It Is the largest known de- 
posit of anthracite coal in the world, 
sayt the Hazlcton correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Press. Only in two other 
places in the United States has anthra- 
cite coal been found, and then of limit- 
ed quantity and Inferior quality. 


The commercial development of these 


anthracite fields covers a period of 80 
years, since 1820, when the Lehigli Coal 
and Nav-igatlon company began mining 
and shipping coal from the Summit 
Hill region. The greatest development 
of the traffic has been In the past 40 
years, wben the production by tons has 
Increased sixfold. 


The production of anthracite last 


year was. the largest ip the history 
of the region. It exceeded 54,000,000 
tons. In a comprehensive way this 
giganti.c output, if dumped in heaps of 
one ton each, and estimating the width 
of1 each heap at five feet at the base 
and placed in a chain, each ton-heap 
touching tbe next, th4s black shining 
belt from the fastnesses of half a dozen, 
counties in Pennsylvania would twice 
encircle the globe at the equator and 
start on a third round as far as Con- 
stantinople. 


To carry this would require 1,080,000 


coal cars, with a capacity of 50 tons 
each, each car 30 feet in length. If 
qoupled together In one singla train on 
a continental railway, the- caboose of 
this mighty train would be emerging 
from the Peruvian Andes above Lima 
while the locomotive at its head would 
be poking its pilot into the waters of 
Bering strait at Cape Prince of Wales, 
the northwesterly projection of our 
Alaskan possessions. 


The great coal producing companies 


of the anthracite region are the Phila- 
delphia and Reading, whose percent- 
age of the total output last year was 
20.32; Lehigh Valley, 15.92; Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, 13.37; Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, 11.31, 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad, 10.83. 
The remainder was made up of the 
product of mines owned or operated 
by other railroads and individual con- 
cerns. 


The distribution of anthracite coal 


Is an Interesting study. It is shipped 
from the breakers to all parts of the 
civilized world, New York, Pennsylva- 
nia and New Jersey, however, consum- 
ing about 65 per cent of the total. Of 
the 41,909,743 tons produofcpf 1898 <tbe 
.three states named took iffround num- 
bers 204XX),wO tons. There were ship- 
ped Into aU parts of New England 
6,000,000 tons. The country lying be-

Spigoty, according to one version, 
in 1890, at Fort Riley, Kan., was the 
nicltcacoe used by troopers in the Sec- 
ond cavalry for a sallow complexioned 
company man who admired an Italiaa 
girl called "Spaghetti." At the out- 
break ot war these soldiers, together 
\vltL their comrade "Spigoty," were 
transferred, to Company A of the sig- 
nal «<orps and after a stay at Chicka- 
mati ga. seat to Porto Rico with Gen- 
eral Miles' expedition, landing at Pouca 
and encamping later at Guayama. nere 
'the men discovered that the natives 
thensaselves \vere of tha same hue as 
"SpBgoty" and in the course of time 
therefore dubbed them "Spigoties."

In Qnaynma, but throughout the prov- 
inces and. at last to every town on the 
Istod till now the word has become a 
ccwmon means of both designating 
resi dents of Spanish or Porto Rican.

„. CANAIGRE IN ARIZONA, -j 


Tannin Plant Culture Promise* to 


Be Great Indnatry. 


The production of the canaigre, or 


tannin plant, the latest agricultural 
venture In the Salt river valley, has 
already proved a financial success and' 
gives promise of opening up a new and 
important industry for the "sun kissed 
territory," says a Prescott (A. T.) spe-1 


clal in the Chicago Record. 
' 


The plant, -which belongs to the ru-| 


mex or dock" family, is indigenous to 
the soil, growing wild in the valleys 
and canyons. Its value is in the tan- 
nic acid it carries. The demand, which 
is rapidly increasing, is much in excess 
of the present production, and those 
•who understand its possibilities de- 
clare it a case where the demand will 
become greater every year. 
i 


Seven.il years ago a large tract of 


land south of Phenix was leased to an 
Anglo-American company for the pur- 
pose of experimenting on the raising of 
this valuable commercial tuDer, and 
much was said at the time relative to 
the possibilities of canaigre culture. 
Soon after the company became in- 
volved in litigation, the owner of the 
land died, and all operations on the 
farm were suspended. 
The tubers, 


however, looked after themselves, and 
last December the administrator of the 
estate sold the growing crop to a new 
company of California people organiz- 
ed under the name of the Arizona Ca- 
naigre and Extract company. 


Immediately 
after 
acquiring 
its 


rights tee new company began digging 
the matured roots, and digging and 
planting have been carried on ever 
since. 
Between 40 and CO carloads 


have already been nz?,rbeted, and it is 
estimated that from this farm of 2,000 
acres an aggregate of 1,000 tons will be 
placed on the market during the year. 


The canaigre lias a leaf-like the nar- 


row dock, while the tuber grows long 
like the parsnip, which it closely re- 
sembles in color. The seed is planted 
in close rows like the sugar beet, but it 
Is cultivated like com. It is subirri- 
gated by letting the water run through 
the rows. It is gathered by a device 
like the potato- digger drawn by four 
horses abreast. It is first throws on a 
grate, which allows the dirt to sift off 
and is then sliced as fine as tan bark 
by machinery. Lastly it is dried in the 
sun, sacked and shipped. 


A part of the product goes to San 


Francisco, but most of it is sent direct 
to Liverpool. 
It makes a leather of 


superior quality aqd is in active de- 
mand by tanners and manufacturers of 
tannic acid. Harvesting the crop nev- 
er exhausts tne field, as the small frag- 
ments of roots left in the ground go on 
to sprout and multiply. 
As the pre- 


pared roots sell at about $14 a carload 
the culture of tbis plant, heretofore 
only gathered in its wild state by the 
Pima and Maricopa Indians, points to 
the development of a natural resource 
the possibilities of which can scarcely 
be estimated.

I the powers. She hasn't the same ca- 


pacity for deep designs nor the will to 
put them into effect that Russia has.

territory in China they should agree 
Upon a policy, if they would put the 
emperor on the throne and uphold him, 
there Is no doubt that he would en- 
deavor to bring about such reforms as 
the powers desire.

After the Chino-Japanese war a num- 
ber of the countries came to take land, 
and five important ports were lost to 
China, One or two of those nations 
demanded concessions without any 
great or Important reason. The out- 


i come of those demands was increased 


hatred and suspicion of foreigners in 
the minds of many of the Chinese. The 
uprising was in p:ut a protest against 
the rapacity of the nations. Not that I 
approve the acts of the Boxers. They 
should not have- killed missionaries, 
and they should not have molested the 
legations. Their plan was wrong, but 
I am Inclined to think they never 


i would have risen if it had not been for 


the demands impesfd, ai they believe 
unjustly, by the powers. 


"I do not think that the missionaries 


have always adopted the course best 
calculated to conciliate the Chinese. 
The first thing needed to help China is 
tn open school^ and to publish papers, 
to translate and disseminate books, to 
Bend men among the people to explain 
what the innovations mean. The Chi- 
naman naturally distrusts a machine. 
He sees that it takes away his liveli- 
hood, and he doesn't understand what 
benefit It may confer. Knowing that 
It takes his wort he doesn't want it. 


"Nor la that greatly to be wondered 


at. The ttnited States exclusion act 
was passed because the Chinaman, 
when he came In, took the work that 
Americans thought they should have. 
Bo la It astonishing that the Chinaman 
•wants to exclude the machine that 
takes away his work? 
These things 


j are new to him, and his ignorance 


i ehould be taken into account in deal- 
1 Ing with him. What China needs is 


explanation. The emperor la a good 
man, but be needs to have his hands 
Strengthened. If that is done, he can, 
and I believe he will, carry out the re- 
forms needed. 


"But if the nations demand more 


than fair indemnity—if, In other words, 
they scheme to get what land they can. 
Blmply considering thair own Interest 
and not the ultimate good of the king- 
dom of China—there will doubtless be 
immediate 
bickering 
and 
trouble 


among themselves and certainly much 
trouble after China Is cut up. I be- 
lieve the United States to be sincere, 
and England, though she will doubt- 
less want to get her share, is helpful 
to China. But some of the countries 
are looking for acquisitions of terri- 
tory, and some of the moves they are 
making, while having the appearance 
of sincerity, are with that end still in 
tiew."

Tbe aicfmt Idol ihe E^yptlana Ever 


Reared Far Worship und Itm Con- 
•tant Battle With th« Bmotberlas; 
Sand* at thn Dcieit. 
Five or six thoussad years ago, writes 


Emma J. Arnold m St. Nicholas, the lit- 
tle country of Ejypt, ^vhose whole terri- 
tory, desert and all. is only about twice 
the size of the state of Illinois, was yet 
the grpatcst kingdom on th" nrth. That 
certainly w.i more th-n 5,000 years bo- 
fore Chris'opher Columbus pailp.i across 
the Atlantic ocean and discovfipd Amer- 
ica. Egjpt had a Urge population even 
then. 
Thor.sinds, p*-h'ip< millions, of 


people swarmed a'.ons tho hanks of the 
liver Nile and roi\*rl thfir little boats m 
and out of the network of canals which 
led the wateri of the "'acred rivrr" be- 
tween the cultivated fields. The reli- 
gion of these people was what we call 
"po!r*>>*i*m"—ihst '«, th" 
worsbin of 


many gods. Tho Egyptians, lil:i> all pa- 
gan nations, made images of their j;ods 
and built temples where they might be 
worshiped. It was the business of the 
priest* to carry on this worship, and a 
very proStnble business they made it 
too. 


When the Ejrvptians saw how bpauti- 


ful and bright the sun was nnd how at 
his risiac each morning the u«ly, black 
darkness disappeared, tb»y thought that 
he, too, must bo a god, and so they wor- 
shiped him among the rest. Some amoaj 
the Egyptians thought that the #m god 
died every night when he set in the ^ f-t 
and cams to life again the nest moinmg; 
others b«]jeved that he spent thf night 
hours fichting against evil spirits aud 
horrible monsters who tried to kill hira. 
But he always conquered them, anil the 
next morning there he was in the east 
Cgain and rose anew, as bright and beau- 
tiful as ever, to give light and warmth to 
the earth. 


The Egyptians had many names for 


their sun god, among these one for the 
rising sun, one for the midday sun and 
one for the sun when he set in the west. 
The rising sun god was called Hor-em- 
akhu, which means in English "Horus- 
on-the-horizon." 
The very biggest idol 


they ever mads was to represent this sun 
god. 
It is TV-hat we call the "great 


sphinx of Gir*h." No one knows who 
made this sphinx or when it was made, 
but in all likelihood it was already there 
in the desert more than 6,000 years ago, 
when the first king of Esfrpt whom we 
know anything about rulid over the coun- 
try. 


The Egyptian people thought they could 


not have any better place to bury their 
dead than near the image of their beauti- 
ful sun god. So, year after year, the 
kings and the princes and the nobles 
made their graves in the desert land. 
Aad it is thus, in the midst of a great 
cemetery, that you would find the sphinx, 
if you should go now to look at him. 


Now, the bilrial ground in which the 


ephini is was the cemetery of Memphis, 
and it stretched for 40 miles along the 
river Kile. 'la it there were over 60 
pyramids, which are the big tombs built 
by the kings. The nobles and the princes 
also built very large tombs, the walls o£ 
Which are covered with colored pictures, 
very beautiful to look at. 


Egypt does net have snow and hail and 


rain as we do; hence its sand keeps ex- 
ceedingly dry and powdery. Often there 
are terrifie gales of wind, and then the 
tand is whirled along through the air in 
such quantities that it is worse for people 
to be out In than a rainstorm or a snow- 
storm. Each gust of wind carries along 
just as much sand as it can support, and, 
When anything obstructs the path of the 
wind, then and there the sand is dropped 
and falls again to the ground. The spnini 
was covered with sand in the year 3818, 
when en Englishman named CaTiglia un- 
dertook the task of digging him out. He 
bad heard many interesting stories about 
the great sphinx. In a book «ri*fpn by 
the celebrated Roman, Pliny, It was stat- 
ed that a king was buried under it. 


Caviglia desired to find the tomb of 


this king, so be enftgejl a large number 
of laborers—Ben t» dig aad weinen and 
children to carry off the saad in basket 
pa thalr heads. Tk«y dug over a space 
of more than a hundred f««t, carrying 
away the sand foi days, and finally what 
do yotj taluk they feund? Right under 
the ebia of the monstrous idol, at the end 
of the long passage between its paws 
they fennd t little temple. 
The back 


wall of thjs temple was one bu;<? block of 
red granite, covered all over with pic- 
tures and writing. 


In 1896 an American, Colonel Rnutn of 


San Francisco, made another attempt to 
uncover the spbim and find the buried 
king. With the help of a hundred Arabs, 
men and boys, he dug out the rubbish 
from a hole about 40 feet deep, which 
had been cnt down int» the solid rock of 
the lion's body ages ago. The Bottom of 
this hele was bloesfed np with stones. 
The Egypt: a a sovtruteat weuld not al- 
lew him to ram»*s thins, so he was 
obliged te stop lost at the very spot 
where is prebahfV the entrance to an 
ancleet to»b. g« deseed ovt the little 
temple and fonisi in it a piece of tie 
st«be b«»*d, trhieh b&d broken off and 
been buries! for 'e*atttri#s. And more in- 
teresting still it w^s to find « part of the 
royal crown. Tb4s stone crown was gi- 
gantic. It was 1ft feet across and about 
15 or 20 feat high and fitted into a hole 
In the head by a stem seven feet long. 


When the writtn; upon TIP stone w^ich 


Mr. Caviflia found was finally decipher- 
ed, it was les»ced froa it that KIBR Te- 
hutimes IV had built this little temple in 
the first year of his reiyn, more than 
8,000 yeus ajo! tfpen the stone he had 
engraved in big hieroglyphics the whole 
ftory of^kts busting expedition, his dream 
It the saildew ef the chin and the corn- 
mud of f*e god. Aad of course he must 
hate eJ#»r*d away the sand, else he could 
net have set up the stone. But the sand 


drifted back again, and ever since, 


it has beea several times dug out, 


tho spkUx Is always b»lng covered np 
•y tho dHfdng sands, sad perhaps some 
day it w™ be overwhelmed and disappear 
altogether-. 
Tils ii the story of the grsat sun god 


Hwr-aa-afchu, which ws r,-,'.! the sphinx,

cl'ty and town coinmittees: 


Section 147 IB amended by Inserting 


after the word "office" in the second 
linle of the last paragraph, the words: 
otherwise than by nomination psipers— 
so that the said paragraph- shall read 
ae follows:—"When 
more candidates 


bearing the same political or other des- 
ignation are nominated for an office, 
otherwise than by nomination) papers, 
than are to be elected thereto, such 
boards shall determine tha candidates, 
if any, entitled to such designation. 


Section 193 is amended by inserting 


after the word "designation^ in the 
last sentence of the third paragraph of 
said section, 
tho words;—nominated 


otherwise than by nomination papers— 
so that the said sentence shall read as 
follows—No greater number of candi- 
dates for any office, bsarinlg- the same 
political designation, nominated other- 
wise, than by nomination papers, shall 
be placed upon the official ballot than 
are to be elected. 


Section 289 ig amended by adding at 


the end thereof the -words—In' case the 
aggregate receipts or disbursements of 
a political 
committee 
in connection 


with any election shall not exceed J20 
the treasurer 'of the cornmittee shall, 
within SO days after the eleetion, cer- 
tify that fact under oa.th to the secre- 
tary of the commonwealth. Hitherto 
uil&ess a 
political 
committee "re- 


ceived, expended or disbursed" an 
amount 
of mtoney exceding1 520, no 


statement setting' forth that fact was 
required to be Hied, The above amend- 
ment provides that hereafter such a 
statement shall be filed. 


Definition of a political committee— 


Section 2ST—The term "political com- 
mittee" under the orovleton of this 
act relating to corrupt practices shall 
apply 
to every committee or com- 


bination of thfee or msre persons wfio 
shall aid or promote the success or 
defeai of a political party or principle 
In a public election or shall aid or take 
part In the nomination, election or de- 
feat of a candidate for public office.
